CHILDREN’S TEETH. 
HILDREN'S mouths contain as 
many decayed teeth as they did 
oh years ago, according to Dr. 


the 2 of decayed teeth 


Comparing 
examined in 1882 with those ef children 
examined in 1923, he comes to the follow- 
ing conclusions: 

In 1882 the average child had seventeen 
sound and six decayed teeth. In 1923 
the average child had sixteen sound 
teeth, one filled tooth, and six decayed, 
unfilled teeth. The average child now 
has one filled tooth, but this has been 
offset by the increase in decay from an 
average of six teeth per child to seven. 

Dr. Ottofy thinks that the sixth yea 
molar is now well enough taken care of. 
So much has been written and said about 
the sixth year molar that most people 
keep this tooth clean, watch it for cav- 
ities and have their dentists fix it early 
when it shows signs of decay. In fact 
the campaign for the protection of the 
sixth year molar, based on its being a 
permanent tooth set among milk teeth, 
bas caused many people to think the milk 
teeth of no importance and in no need 
of dare. Dr. Ottofy thinks much of the 
tooth and gum troubles come from heg- 
lect of tha teeth. 

The first milk tooth comes in when 
the baby is about 6 months of age and 
the last one does not drop out until he 
is about 10 years of age. Before they 
disappear, many of them become badly 
decayed and some cause infection in the 
gum and socket. They need to be pe- 
riodically examined for decay and filled 
when necessary. 

— 

Whether decayed milk teeth should be 
removed before they are loosened by the 
permanent teeth below is a much debated 
question. On it Dr. Ottofy’s position is 
this: When simply decayed they should 
be cleaned, filled and left in. They keep 
the jaws and teeth in alignment and 
help the second teeth. When they are 
causing infection of the gums and socket, 
they should be removed. This is a meas- 
ure of protection for the developing tooth 
in the socket.

Now combine the two beaten mix 
tures and get an .exceedingly fluffy 
mass that it would take a two quart 
measure almost to hold. Stir into 
this one-fourth cup chopped nuts, and 
flour gradually. Finally beat two re- 
maining egg whites and fold into bat- 
ter with a few drops of almond and 
lemon. Bake in tube pan for forty or 
fifty minutes in 350 degree oven. Fla 
vor icing with a few drops each of
